The Serrano W ater 
Company, supplying Villa Park, and 
the John T. Carpenter W ater Com­ 
pany, supplying E l Modena, have had

The project is one of tremendous im­ 
portance.

dam would have solid rock on that 
end also. The dam as proposed and 
recommended by engineers will be 700 
feet across the top and eighty-seven 
feet high at the center. W ater will be 
impounded, forming a lake reaching 
from a mile to a mile and a half up 
the canyon above the dam. 
Making allowances for evaporation, 
the engineers state that 
during

winter of ordinary rainfall there would 
be enough water impounded in the 
reservoir to give the irrigators a con­

W ith in a short time a conference is 
to be held looking to prelim inary steps 
for the construction of a $200,000 dam 
across the bottom of 
the 
Santiago 
canyon at the point 
known 
as 
the 
Fourth Crossing. The Serrano W a te r 
Company, supplying V illa Park, and 
the John T. Carpenter W ater Com­ 
pany, supplying E l Modena, have had 
the m atter under consideration and 
representatives of 
those 
companies 
will meet with Jam es Irvine upon his 
arrival here from San Francisco w ith ­ 
in a short time. 
The project is one of tremendous im ­ 
portance. So far as the Santiago is 
concerned it w ill solve to a great ex­ 
tent the problem of conservation 
of 
water. 
The dam as proposed w ill have one 
end against what is known as Man- 
Cow rock, and w ill rest on bed rock 
clear across the canyon to the jutting 
hill near the roadway 
across 
the 
creek. 
Engineers 
have 
made 
test 
holes there and find that it is but a 
few feet to bed rock, from two to ten 
feet, on the jutting hill, so that the 
dam would have solid rock on that 
end also. The dam as proposed and 
recommended by engineers w ill be 700 
feet across the top and eighty-seven 
feet high at the center. W ater w ill be 
impounded, forming a lake reaching 
from a mile to a mile and a half up 
the canyon above the dam. 
M aking allowances for evaporation, 
the engineers state that 
during 
a 
w inier of ordinary rainfall there would 
be enough w ater impounded in the 
reservoir to give the irrigators a con­ 
tinuous flow of 1500 inches 
for 
206 
days. 
At present the V illa Park and E l 
Modena irrigationists by co-operation 
with Jam es Irvin e spread some 
of 
the storm waters on the bed of the 
canyon, and it percolates downward 
and comes out above the small dam at 
the mouth of the canyon. The reser­ 
voir project is far greater than any­ 
thing yet attempted in the Santiago.

Oil Fields of the World 


(From the Los A ngeles F in a n cia l News) 


T he London P etroleum Review prin ts a story on 
the oilfields of the world, in which a b rief review of 
developm ents during 1913’ is presented. 
T he Review 
places the total petroleum production in the world 
for the tw elve m onths in 1913 a t 54,000,000 tons, as 
against 50,000,000 tons in 1912 and 45,000,000 tons 
in 1911. 
T he total output, of the A m erican fields in 
1913 is placed a t 243,000,000 b arrels, com pared w ith 
222,000,000 b arrels in 1912. 
T he Review gives com ­ 
parative figures in the several A m erican fields, the 
d etails b eing given in b arrels, w hich are roughly 
taken as re presen tin g seven to the ton, as follows:

“As will b e seen, the Californian fields,” continues 
the Review, “are responsib le for b y far the largest 
output, hav in g for the past, few years entirely eclipsed 
their 
form er 
riv als—the 
M idcontinental 
districts. 
T he year opened w ith a great over-production, for 
there w ere nearly 50,000,000 b arrels ab ove ground. 
Consequently operators set out. upon a policy of 
retren chm en t, w hich resulted tow ard the end of the 
year in there b eing little or no fresh drilling b eing 
carried, out b y an y b ut the largest concerns. 
To 
m ake m a tte rs worse, the. S tan d ard Oil Com pany an ­ 
nounced tha t they w ould not continue to purchase 
low gravity oil, and as a consequence over 1500 wells 
w ere shut dow n d urin g the latter pa rt of the year, 
thus d ecreasin g the output b y nearly 20,000 b arrels 
daily. 
Y'et. in spite of these conditions, California 
produced m ore oil during the tw elve m onths than 
a t any period d urin g its history, and w ha t is per­ 
haps more im portant, the b ulk of the crude oil raised 
w as of the high-grade nature, know n locally as ‘re ­ 
fining oil.’ 
“As m ay he known, the California product w as at 
one tim e considered un suitab le for refining purposes, 
yet of late years the Tefiners have paid special a t­ 
tention to the low gravity oil, and it is safe to say 
tha t today nearly three-quarters of C alifornia’s total 
output of crude oil is treated in som e way b efore 
it is m arketed, tlie residuum fuel which form s the 
m ajor portion of the heavy product b eing found to 
b e quite a s suitab le for liquid fuel purposes as the 
crude oil. 
W hen people speak of a prob ab le short­ 
n ess of oil fuel in the future it is well tha t they should 
consider the v a st possib ilities in the California fields, 


w he re the already proved oil-b earing land has only 
b een ‘scratched.’ 
So far the n um b er of oil w ells 
drilled in the California fields do not n um b e r 10,000, 
and of these nor m ore tha n 7 5 00 are producers. Tlie 
wells already drilled have produced over 
100,0 0 0,Out) 
tons (7 00,000,000 b arrels), while nearly 10,000 acres 
of land are known to b e capab le of good oil produc­ 
tion. 
It is som ew hat b ewildering, therefore, to con ­ 
tem plate the enormous stores of oil w hich still a w ait 
the C alifornia operator. 
“ O ne highly satisfactory feature in the California 
situation is the fact tha t consum ption is steadily 
growing, and the over-production there ha s b een for 
som e years now practically a thing of the past, for 
production and consum ption are going hand in hand. 
T he increase in consum ption during la s t ye ar was 
particularly m arked, b eing due to tlie expansion in 
the refining b usiness and the increased d em and for 
liquid fuel along the coast for m arine purposes. 
At 
the m om ent there is an ab norm al sta te of affairs 
existing due to the shortage of ocean tra n s port fa­ 
cilities. 
Every large m ark etin g concern, however, 
is increasing its fleet of oil tankers, and w hen these 
additional vessels are in comm ission the export oil 
tra d e of the State will enormously increase. 
T he 
outlook, therefore, is very promising, an d it is safe 
to predict that the crude oil output of C alifornia d ur­ 
ing the present year will b y far exceed 
1 20 ,000,000 
b arrels; in fact, for the first m onth of the year it 
has passed the record figures of 
9,000,000 b arrels. 
rJ he w ater troub le, which a t one tim e threa te n e d 
the existence of some of the productive regions, has 
happily b een overcome, and now, b y the carryin g out 
of a rigid policy of inspection, there is every reason 
to b elieve 1 alifornia will b e tolerab ly free from tlie 
w a te r m enace in the future. The following

Oil Fields of the World 


(From the Los Angeles Financial News) 


Tho London Petroleum Review prints a story on 
the oilfields of tile world, in which a brief review of 
developm ents during 1913’ is presented. 
The Review 
places the total petroleum production in the world 
for the tw elve m onths in 1913 at 54,000,000 tons, as 
against 50,000,000 tons in 1912 and 45,000,000 tons 
in 1911. 
The total output, of the Am erican fields in 
1913 is placed a t 243,000,000 barrels, com pared w ith 
222,000,000 barrels in 1912. 
The Review gives com­ 
parative figures iii th e several A m erican fields, the 
details being given in barrels, which are roughly 
taken as representing seven to the ton, as folloAvs:

“As will be Been, th© Californian fields,” continues 
the Review, “are responsible for by far the largest 
output, having for the past few years entirely eclipsed 
their form er rivals—the M idcontinental 
districts. 
The year opened 
a v itll a great over production, for 
there wore nearly 50,000,000 barrels above ground. 
Consequently operators set. out upon a policy of 
retrenchm ent, w hich resulted toward the end of the 
year in there being little o r no fresh drilling being 
carried out by any but tho largest concerns. 
To 
m ake m atters worse, the Standard Oil Company an­ 
nounced that they would not continue to purchase 
low gravity oil, and as a consequence over 1500 Avella 
were shut down during the latter p art of the year, 
I lins decreasing the output by nearly 20,000 barrels 
daily. 
Yet, in spite of these conditions, California 
produced m ore oil during the twelve m onths than 
a t any period during its history, and what is per­ 
haps more ini|H>rtant, the bulk of the crude oil raised 
w as of til© high-grade nature, known locally as ‘re­ 
fining oil.’ 
“As may bo known, tile California product was at 
one tim e considered unsuitable for refining purposes, 
yet of late years the refiners have paid special a t­ 
tention to the low gravity oil, and it is safe to say 
th a t today nearly three-quarters of C alifornia’s total 
output of crude oil is treated in some way before 
it is m arketed, th e residuum fuel which forms the 
m ajor portion of the heavy product being found to 
be quite us suitable for liquid fuel purposes as tho 
crude oil. 
W hen people speak of ti probable short­ 
ness of oil fuel in the future it is well I hat they should 
con side r the vast possibilities in tho California fields, 


w here th e already proved oil-bearing land has only 
been ‘scratched.’ 
So far the num ber of oil wells 
drilled In the California fields do not num ber 10,000, 
and of these not more than 7500 are producers. The 
Avells already drilled have produced over 100,000,000 
tons (700,OOo,(KIO barrels), while nearly 10,000 acres 
of land are known to be capable of good oil produc­ 
tion. 
It is somewhat bew ildering, therefore, to con­ 
tem plate the enormous stores of oil w hich still aAvait 
Hue C alifornia operator. 
“One highly satisfactory feature in the California 
situation is the fact that consum ption is steadily 
grow ing, and the over-production there has been for 
some years now practically a thing of the past, for 
production and consum ption are going hand in hand. 
The increase in consum ption during last year was 
particularly marked, being due to the expansion in 
the refining business and the increased dem and for 
liquid fuel along the coast for m arine purposes. 
At 
the m om ent there is an abnorm al state of affairs 
existing due to the shortage of ocean tran sp o rt fa­ 
cilities. 
Every large m arketing concern, however, 
is increasing its fleet of oil tankers, and when these 
additional vessels are in commission the export oil 
trad e of the State will enorm ously increase. 
The 
outlook, therefore, is very promising, and it is safe 
to predict that the crude oil output of California dur­ 
ing th e present year Avill by far exceed 120,000,000 
b arrels; in fact, for the first month of the year it 
has passed the record figures of 9,OOO,OOO barrels. 
The w ater trouble, which at one tim e threatened 
tile existence of some of the productive regions, has 
happily been overcome, and now, by the carrying out 
oi a rigid policy of inspection, there is every reason 
to believe ( alitornia will b© tolerably free from the 
w ater menace in the future.
